Smith and Governor Hugh M. Dor­ 
sey, Senator Watson gave no indica­ 
tion of any impairment of the vigor 
and activity which had marked his 
long career in politics and as a pub­ 
lisher. In his last speech in the sen­ 
ate, delivered only a week ago last 
Wednesday, the Georgia senator se­ 
verely criticised the administration 
for its course in connection with the 
rail strike situation. 
His previous 
attacks on the administration, and 
most notably his charges of illegal 
hangings in the 
American 
expedi­ 
tionary forces, the subject of exhaus­ 
tive investigation by a senate com­ 
mittee, had made him a conspicuous 
figure in the senate body during his 
brief service there. 
Born in Thompson, Ga., in 1856, 
Senator Watson grew up and practic­ 
ed law there for some years before 
entering state politics. 
After serv­ 
ing in the Georgia house of represen­ 
tatives and later, in 1888, as demo­ 
cratic elector at large for the state, 
he was elected to congress in 1891 on 
the populist ticket. 
After being de­ 
feated on that ticket in the next two 
elections, Senator Watson was nomi­ 
nated as the choice for vice president 
of the St. Louis Populist convention, 
which endorsed William J. Bryan for 
president 
in 1896. 
Nominated 
for 
president by the people’s party in 
1904, Senator Watson conducted an 
active campaign to revive the party. 
About that time he began the pub­ 
lication of Tom Watson’s Magazine 
in New’ York, 
and a year li ter In 
1906. undertook the publication of 
Watson's 
Jeffersonian 
Magazine, 
which was continued under the name 
of the 
Weekly 
Jeffersonian. 
The 
publications 
began 
ta that period 
w'ere suspended during the Wilson 
administration when 
denied 
trans­ 
mission through the mails, after at­ 
tacks in them against the draft act,

THE MEXICAN DEADLOCK. 


President Obregon makes clear the fact 
that no progress towards an adjustment of 
American-Mexican 
relations is to be ex­ 
pected at this time. 
Mexico is not going to 
accept the Treaty of Amity and Commerce 
and we have said that we shall not recog­ 
nize until she accepts this pact. 
Hence the 
deadlock continues and threatens to con­ 
tinue indefinitely. 
Secretary Hughes is trying to do a per­ 
manent piece of work in regard to Ameri- 
can-Mexican relations. He wants to secure 
the establishment of certain guarantees 
which obviate grave causes of friction and 
which will be unaffected by the changes 
and chances of Mexican politics. 
That is 
doubtless an excellent idea theoretically, 
but practically it does not seem to be work­ 
ing out. 
Mr. Hughes wants the Mexicans to write 
certain pledges on a piece of paper. 
This 
they have 
refused to do, 
but 
for some 
months now they have in their lives and ac­ 
tions behaved as those pledges would pre­ 
scribe. 
Would it noti be better to judge 
them by their deeds, and to strengthen by 
our endorsement the government which has 
kept them straight? 
That is the view that 
a great many 
Americans take. 
They think that Mexico 
is on the right road at last and we ought 
to encourage her in her new course by ex­ 
tending recognition to her government. The 
withholding of recognition, they point out, 
strengthens ancj incites the enemies of the 
present regime and those enemies are now 
becoming active. 
Mr. Wilson used to be 
accused of being a theorist in his dealings 
with Mexico. 
A good many people think 
that the same criticism applies with much 
greater force to Mr. Hughes.

AMERICANIZING AMERICA. 
From the Kansas City Journal. 
The American Bar Association at its re­ 
cent annual meeting adopted the compre­ 
hensive report of a committee appointed 
"to devise ways and means for promoting 
the study of and devotion to American in­ 
stitutions and ideals.” 
The adoption of the report carries with it 
a systematic 
and 
vigorous 
educational 
movement under the direction of "the com­ 
mittee upon American 
citizenship”— the 
very name of which is inspiring. The com­ 
mittee is to establish a bureau to have ac­ 
tive charge of the training and develop­ 
ment of a better citizenship. 
Missouri is 
represented in the movement by James H. 
Harkless of this city. 
The bureau is to arouse by every means 
in its power patriotic 
effort 
among the 
members of the bar throughout the coun­ 
try; to arrange programs and outline plans 
for patriotic community effort; to hold be­ 
fore the members of the bar the thought 
that they are by virtue of their profession 
leaders in educational and patriotic effort. 
An important adjunct of the work to be 
carried on by the bureau is the appoint­ 
ment of committees all over the country to 
work for the teaching in every school in the 
United States of the constitution. 
Efforts 
will be made to have laws enacted in every 
state establishing a course in the study of 
and devotion to American institutions and 
ideals, to be a part of the curriculum in all 
public schools and colleges. 
The above is only a bare outline of a 
comprehensive 
and 
highly 
opportune 
movement in behalf of better citizenship, 
lased on a universal recognition of depend- 


| courts, reliance upon and recognition of 
the constitution as the organic law of the 
land, the source and safeguard of popular 
liberties. 
The committee emphasizes the growing 
disposition of organizations and radicals to 
undermine confidence in the courts, to sub­ 
stitute popular passion for the orderly pro­ 
cesses of the law* and above all to nullify 
the constitution by subjecting it to the vicis­ 
situdes of frequent 
changes 
in popular 
opinion. 
That the tide of antagonism to the rea­ 
sonable and necessary restraints of repre­ 
sentative government is rising needs hardly 
to be stressed. 
Certainly none can deny 
the timeliness of a movement, sponsored 
under such authoritative and influential 
auspices as those of the bar of the nation, 
to stand 
by 
the 
constitution 
and 
the 
courts.” 
Every right-thinking man knows that the 
protection of the constitution and the law 
is available to the humblest citizen. 
The 
aegis of the law is thrown around him as 
effectively as around the powerful indi­ 
vidual or the great organization. 
There is 
not "one law for the rich and another for 
the poor,” there is not "one for capital and 
one for the toiler.” 
That is the veriest sophistry and none 
knows it better than the radical who ap­ 
peals to the law he derides and condemns 
the moment he needs protection. 
The bar 
and the bench can do enormously effective 
service in strengthening 
the 
confidence 
which incidental and occasional abuses of 
the power of the bench and the bar do 
much to lessen.

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FOUGHT IN THE WAR OF 1812 


Graves of 218 Americans, Enemies of 
England, Decorated at Princeton 
for First Time. 


A half century after the origination 
of a memorial, or decoration day, on 
which tribute is paid to those who 
have died in the nation’s wars, the 
graves of 213 Americans who fought 
in the War of 1812 were decorated for 
the first time last Memorial day. 
At Princeton, England, there are the 
graves of 218 Americans who died 
while held prisoners of war in Dart­ 
moor prison.

French prisoners. 
For many years the sod which cov­ 
ered the remains of these sons of 
America was unmarked.

POWER DIRECT FROM THE SUN 
MAN’S NEXT STEP, SAYS MARCONI 


Human control over natural for­ 
ces that will make life on this 
earth safer, easier and more en­ 
joyable; power derived direct fro.n 
the sun; airplanes as numerous as 
automobiles and no need to work 
more than a mere fraction of each 
day to earn a living—that is what 
the world is coming to. according 
to Guglielmo Marconi, inventor of 
the wireless. 
The 
great miracle-rr ¿ker pic­ 
tures the possibilities of the next 
half-century in an interview which 
Allen L. Benson reports In the 
OctobeT number of HearstL Inter­ 
national Magazine. 
Marconi believes not only that 
the world will be transformed with­ 
in the next fifty years, but that 
until the end of time, in m tion and 
discovery will shower benefits up­ 
on the human race a t a constantly 
increasing speed. 
Recent achievements in the field 
of scientific invention, Marconi told 
Mr. Benson, will seem insignificant 
in comparison with what the next 
half century will produce. 
"It is inevitable that this will 
be so,” be predicts. 
"We have 
more knowledge of natural laws 
now than ever before and we are 
searching for more knowledge to­ 
day as never before.” 
“We are just entering what may 
be called the field of vibrations, a 
field in which we may find more 
wonders than the mind can now 
conceive,” he 
added. 
"We are 
learning that what once appeared 
to be the great forces v * nature 
are not, in the real sense, great at 
all. 
"An earthquake, the tides, winds, 
even a tempest, these modem man 
finds more impressive than poten­ 
tial.” 
"Scientists are now beginning to 
realize that the really great forces 
with which we may deal,” the in­ 
ventor went on, "are locked up In 
vibrations so gentle that we can­ 
not feel them, though we can feel 
a summer zephyr as it blows upon 
our cheeks. Wireless is the only de­ 
vice ever made by man that can 
carry around the world a sound 
created by a human being. 
If all 
the explosives in America were to 
be exploded in New York, the 
sound could not be heard in Eng­ 
land. 
"We still obtain power in

primitive way. 
Considering thatl 
the earth is swimming in an enor­ 
mous ocean of power, coming to 
us in the form of vibrations, it is 
indeed primitive to create relative­ 
ly small amounts of electricity by

ound. 
The world will not much 
nger dig or bum coal. I believe! 
it is only a question of time until 
we obtain electricity direct from 
the sun, or from atoms, sooner or 
later in both ways.” 
Marconi sees a certain danger 
to the world in the great progresa i 
that he expects.

“The conditions of life will be 
made so easy that if people aro, 
not careful they will deteriorate,” 
he said. 
"People work now be­ 
cause they are compelled to do so 
to earn a living, ana it s good for 
them to work. 
But it will not 
much longer be necessary for a 
person to work more than a frac­ 
tion of his time to earn a living. 
Then will come the danger of de­

Used In Nevada. 


Nevada’s chamber of death, the gas

nounced by Prof. 
J. 
H, Mathews, 
chairman of the 
departm ent 
of 
chemistry. 
Uni­ 
versity 
of 
Wis­ 
consin, and an ex­ 
pert on poisonous 
gases. 
Professor 
Mathews 
served 
as a major in the World war, studying 
gas warfare at the British front and 
serving in charge of the gas and flame 
branch of the trench warfare section 
of the United States prmy. 
“The purpose of gas in warfare is 
to produce as much agony and torture 
as possible, in order that the victim 
may he at least incapacitated, if not act­ 
ually killed,” Major Mathews Is quoted 
as saying to the American Legion 
news service. “And It is inconceivable 
that a sta.e should desire to use gases 
xvhlch produce such effects. The pur­ 
pose of capital punishment Is to re­ 
move the victim quietly and effective­ 
ly, in order that society henceforth 
may be protected and to serve as a 
warning to other potential evildoers. 
“It Is to be hoped that civilization 
has reached a point where revenge is 
no longer a motive. Only savages tor­ 
ture their victims before killing them; 
the ufr* of any of the war gases to re­ 
move criminals would be quite in line 
with the practice of savages.” 
Professor Mathews said there were 
gases which might be used for execu­ 
tions, if the use of gas at all could 
ever be deemed wise. Carbon dioxide, 
the poisonous constituent of ordinary 
Illuminating gas, he declared would 
be the logical one to nse. He asserted, 
however, that If the administration of 
gas for execution of criminals were 
carried out, it should be entirely In 
the hands of medically trained men 
who understand both Its use and at­ 
tendant dangers. 
“The horrors of poorly carried out 
electrocutions are sufficiently vivid in 
the minds of thinking people to make 
them abhor any method of execution 
which may not be both humane and 
effective,” he declared.
